This fuid is in extensive usein these latter days. 
‘he supply seems exhaustless—the demand exces- 
sively great. And what is particularly noteworthy 
wboutitis, that the fluid. as now used, contains a 
vast preponderance of the latter and less nutritive 
ingredient. So the compound becomes an impo- 
‘tent and useless mixvaire—flat in taste and weak- 
ening in é@ffect. Nevertheless the public maw 
heraves it, and seems pleased with it, Dropping 
the tigurc—we mean to say that the politics and 
sentiments of the present day are of an exceeding- 
ly conservative, vacillating, milk-and-water ehar- 
weier, in many respects. People live according to 
the dictauion of the age they are born in. Every- 
bodw lives tu please eve ybody. The plain, une. 
beliished, impartial truth suffers for want of utter 
ance, We Way all talk—ev ery hody talks—yer we 
are not understood t mean anything. This dilut- 
ed state of things is dependent, we think, upon the 
strong approbativeness and sociality of human 
nature. Men love tu cultivate sentiments of triend 
ship “ith cue another. They love to dwell in the 
sunshine of each other's favor —courting forever 
each other’s praise. Hence. whatever goes to en- 
geuder animosity, bitterness and prejudice is care- 
jully avoided, Yet this course Is derogatory to 
strictuprightness and high toned principle It 
often, indeed, immolates buth. And yet, se goes 
ithe world. We are at liberty to denounce a dee 
in general terms, but we may make no “ local ”’ 
applications, We may speak, as reformers, of 


cerain acts of immorality—certain practices of 


crine-—Lut, meantime, we may not at all allude to 
the actors in such deeds of immorality and crime. 
O, ho, We mean nobody in particular—we speak 
only of great fundamental principles—we talk in 
the abstract. If, however, we cu mean anybody, 
it is sume one ata great disfunce—-nobody in’ the 
neighborhood—nobody within hearing distance. 
Sout some mistaken evil-duer in our immediate 
locality begins to chafe and feel injured by our 
general denunciations, we forthwith assure him 
that he, of all ethers, was not thought of—nv allu- 
sion to him in the least. 

Now we submit wether ail this is right or ex- 
pedient. Is it not advisable to speak the truth, 
whether men will bear or forbear? Is it not best 
to expose wrong and outrage, though the accusa- 
tion lies at your nearest neighbor’s dour?
